One of the more important causes 
of the the slow recovery of food pro- 
duction in many parts of the world, 
and the failure to expand it in others, 
has been the extreme shortage of 
fertilizers particularly nitrogen. The 
fertilizer branch of the Canadian 
chemical industry witnessed outstand- 
ing growth during the war, due main- 
ly to the utilization for ferilizer pur- 
poses of excess nitrogen produced 
for military needs. The manufacture 
and export ef nitrogen fertilizers since 
the end of the war constituts a major 
fort on the part of Canuda to alleviates 
the world food shortage by increas- 
ing agricultura] porduction. Canadu's 
fertilizer manufacturing, industry 
comprisese 23 establishments employ- 
img 38,200 workers, with an output 
valued at $50,600,000. Exports of 
fertiliger from Canada have increased 
from $500,000 in 1988 to over $32,, 
000,000 last year. The importance of 
nitrogeneous fertilizers is best illus- 
trated by the fact that only 10 per 
cent of Canadian ‘production is requir- 
ed for domesic needs, and as a result 
Canada is able to make a substantial 
contribution to the agricultura] out 
put of more than 50 countries,

A few of the outer stalks of 
celery diced and cooked with the car- 
rots is a blend that is just as attrac- 
tive and more unusual, If small 
turnip cubes are mixed with peas und 
fried mushrooms added, the macodine 
is a dish for the gourmet. The home 
economists of the Consumer Section, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
stress the point of proper cooking of 
all vegetables until they’ are just 
tender and in small amounts of water 
so as little as possible of the flavor 
is lost, ? ;

Classified ads furnish most 
specimens of wooden speech, Here's 
another; ‘Wanted an assistant butch- 
er.
